Accordingly, claim 6 been 
cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Hoffelner (DE Patent No. 3,507,638), discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed in claim 1; however, the Hoffelner reference fails to explicitly 
disclose the brush seal being axially displaced relative to the second component while 
remaining in sealing contact with the second component sealing surface and there is no 
motivation, absent the applicant's own disclosure, to modify the Hoffelner reference in 
the manner required by the claims. Although the Marnot (US Patent No. 6,152,454) 
reference discloses axially displacing seals, the Marnot reference only discloses axial 
displacement of the seals when there is a seal failure. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
